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Finally... work on the A21 
dualling gets under way

WORK on the long-awaited A21 
dual carriageway scheme between 
Tonbridge and Pembury is set to 
start next week, with the High¬ 
ways Agency saying the project 
will be completed with ‘minimal 
disruption’ for motorists. 

The 2.5 mile scheme will weigh 
in at a total cost of £69.7 million 
when finished. 

The long-awaited development 
has been on the drawing board for 
almost two decades and has long 
been cited as a key component in 
unblocking one of the county’s 
worst traffic hotspots. 

The man with responsibility for 
the scheme is the Highways 
Agency’s Graham Link. 

He told KoS on Friday the hard 
work had already started with the 
preparations. 

He said: “We’ve been out there 
for around five or six months 
already doing ecology work and 
preparing the ground for the 
engineering phase. 

“We have been working on areas 
of ancient woodland - that’s a 
protected area of woodland because

of its historical and ecological value. 
Around nine hectares of small trees 
and topsoil have been relocated to 
alternative sites. 

“More than 150 nesting boxes 
for dormice and bats were put up, 
so that we could move them safely 
to new locations too.” 

The dualling will see a large new 
section of roadway replacing a 
single carriageway that currently 
acts as a bottleneck, causing 
tailbacks that can stretch for miles. 


Mr Link said: “We will eliminate 
all direct accesses to the A21, as 
many of the hold ups on the road 
are caused by people pulling off the 
road.” 

Walkers, and cyclists will benefit 
too, with a new bridleway running 
the length of the development. 

The work, according to Mr Link 
will last for a total of 21 months - if 
all goes well, it could be finished as 
early as December 2016. 

Traffic shouldn’t be disrupted 


either. Mr Link said: “The existing 
A21 will be kept open throughout, 
but with a few overnight closures. 

“There will be times when traffic 
lights are used, with a shuttle 
service in both directions.” 

The A21 had been shelved back 
in 2010 after being given the green 
light by the last Labour adminis¬ 
tration. However, a co-ordinated 
campaign by the local and county 
council and pressure from MP Greg 
Clark got it back on track.

Crowds flock for tickets 
as date for Dreamland 
opening is confirmed 


TICKETS for the re-imagined 
Dreamland theme park in Margate 
went on sale on Friday, at the same 
time it was confirmed that it will 
officially open on June 19. 

Hundreds queued for several hours 
in the cold on the seafront to get 
their tickets. The first 500 also 
receiving an original piece of the 
Grade II-listed Scenic Railway 
rollercoaster - the centrepiece of the 
park, which has been restored 
following a 2008 arson attack. 

It has taken 11 years of fighting, a 
Compulsory Purchase Order by 
Thanet District Council and a hefty 
funding package of £18 million to 
restore the site to its former glory, 
following a chequered recent history. 
At one stage it was at risk of becom¬ 
ing a housing development. 

The announcement follows 
months of speculation and secrecy 
about the re-launch, which has 
involved iconic designers Wayne and 
Geraldine Hemingway. 

CEO for the park, Eddie Kemsley, 


told KoS: “Announcing the date has 
actually been quite emotional for us. 
This has been a 10 year journey, so 
to see it come together is a huge.” 

She said that Wayne Hemingway 
would continue to be involved with 
the theme park after it opened, with 
more ‘big suprises’ set to come later 
this summer. 

As for the layout of the attraction, 
it was revealed there will be 17 rides, 
all designed in the spirit of the 
traditional British seaside. 

These include a helter skelter, 
Ferris wheel, Wedgwood teacup ride, 
and of course the Scenic Railway. 

Bill and Jayne Watson, from 
Margate, said: “Dreamland is such a 
big part of Margate’s history, and it’s 
amazing to be here. Just a few years 
ago we thought it would be com¬ 
pletely destroyed. We want to come 
back on opening day.” 

Tickets will cost £14.95 for adults 
and £12.95 for children. Entrance 
entitles you to ride all the attractions 
once inside.

A 40KM coastal trail stretching 
from Ramsgate to Whitstable has 
been unveiled by Natural England. 

The proposals, unveiled this week, 
would become part of the England Coast 
Path - an ambitious project to run a trail 
around the nation’s coastline. 

The trail will make use of current 
paths in the area, with parts of the 
Viking Coastal Trail, The Oyster Bay 
Trail and the Thanet Coastal Path 
being used. 

Natural England manager for Sus¬ 
sex and Kent James Seymour said: 
“We have had discussions with land- 
owners and key organisation along 
the proposed route; their input has 
been essential and helped shape the 
draft proposals - we thank everyone 
for their time and input so far. 

“Over the next eight weeks, we are 
inviting all organisations, farmers, 
local residents, visitors and busi¬ 
nesses to have their say. 

“It’s important that all responses

are taken into account and we look 
forward to hearing people’s views.” 

The route includes a number of 
highlights such as the famous resort 
towns of Margate and Broadstairs, 


alongside the Reculver Towers. Once 
complete, it is likely to be a popular 
attraction. 

Those wanting to have their say, 
can comment on the proposal which 
is now open for public consultation. 

It lasts for the next eight weeks, 
closing at 5pm on May 20. 

Anyone can comment on the 
plans, with owners and occupiers of 
affected land allowed to make objec¬ 
tions, which will be considered by a 
planning inspector before the secre¬ 
tary of state makes a final decision. 

The minister approved the 59km 
stretch of the coastal path which 
will run between Folkestone and 
Ramsgate earlier in the week. 

When the England Coast Path is 
complete - which, says Natural Eng¬ 
land should be by 2020 - it will be a 
fully marked 4,700km long National 
Trail. 

Natural England says the next 
stretch due to be developed in Kent 
will run from Whitstable to Iwade 
on Sheppey and then on from Iwade 
to the Isle of Grain. 


CARTER: Criticised by SuMA 

Latest report 
sparks fresh 
Manston fury 

A GROUP campaigning for the survival 
of Manston Airport has criticised Kent 
County Council leader Paul Carter for 
“flying in the face of a motion passed by 
his own council” in supporting plans to 
redevelop the site. 

It follows a report issued by Kent 
County Council this week which said the 
airport was losing some £100,000 a 
week as a commercial operation and that 
a ‘Plan B’ was now required after it had 
failed to turn a profit since being sold by 
the Ministry of Defence in 1998. 

That option is being spearheaded by 
developers Chris Musgrave and Trevor 
Cartner, who acquired the site from 
businesswoman Ann Gloag last 
September, after Ms Gloag had closed 
the airport a little over a year ago. 

The duo, behind the Discovery Park in 
Sandwich, intend to turn it into a mixed 
development site. 

But the Supporters of Manston 
Airport group (SuMA) dismissed the 
KCC report and said all steps should be 
taken to re-open the airport. A SuMA 
spokesman said: “It astounds us that, as 
leader of KCC, Paul Carter is flying in 
the face of the motion passed by his own 
council to ‘support proposals to retain 
Manston as an airport’. We’re shocked, 
but not surprised.” 


Senior figure quits 
Paramount project 

ONE of the leading figures in the multi-billion 
pound London Paramount Resort plans has quit. 

It was confirmed this week that experienced 
theme park specialist Tony Sefton, has left the 
project to pursue other interests. 

Fenlon Dunphy, director at London Resort 
Company Holdings (LRCH), the company behind 
the 872-acre proposal for a former cement works 
on the Swanscombe peninsula, said: “We want to 
express our sincere thanks to Tony for the energy, 
enthusiasm and hard work he has brought to this 
project. Tony has played an important role 
alongside the senior leadership team in the 
original vision and moving the project forward.” 

Mr Sefton said “It’s been a pleasure bringing 
this project from a fascinating idea to a very real 
proposition underpinned by a solid business plan. 
I wish the team and the good people of north Kent 
the greatest of success.” 

It all goes to plan, the park will open in the 
Easter of 2020. 


Ban for motorist who 
hit 140mph on M20 

A MOTORIST caught hitting speeds of 140mph on the 
M20, with a six-year-old boy in the passenger seat, 
has been banned from driving for three years. 

Mert Tanay, from Enfield, north London, was pulled 
over on the M2 0 near junction nine at Ashford at about 
10.30am on September 28, last year. He had been 
driving at around 90mph in his black BMW 323 when 
officers in an unmarked car first spotted him. 

As they followed him, he started weaving in and out 
of traffic as his speed increased to 115mph before he 
slowed back to 90mph. He then rapidly accelerated, 
reaching speeds of up to 140mph before he was 
pulled over by officers. 

In addition to the ban, he was also sentenced to 50 
hours’ unpaid work when he appeared at Canterbury 
Crown Court. He admitted dangerous driving. 

Sgt Chris Wade said: ‘ ‘The speed and manner of 
Mert Tanay’s driving showed a complete disregard 
for the safety of other road users, not to mention that of 
his young passenger who looked very shaken by his 
experience.” 


Orchestra mourns 
death of Roy Douglas 

TRIBUTES have been paid to one of the nation’s most 
distinguished musicians who died this week at the 
age of 107. 

A self-taught musician, Roy Douglas penned music 
for a number of films during the 1930s, and as a 
composer worked with the likes of William Walton 
and Ralph Vaughan Williams. For several years from 
1933 he was pianist and organist for the London 
Symphony Orchestra. 

He was born in Tunbridge Wells and was a key 
player with the Royal Tunbridge Wells Symphony 
Orchestra (RTWSO) from 1950 to 1987, becoming its 
president in 1988. 

RTWSO chairman Giles Clarke said: “Roy has 
been a great friend of the RTWSO over many years, 
and thanks to his help it has grown and matured to 
become a significant force for music in the south east. 

1 ‘Roy was a consummate musician in all he did, and 
as player, composer, arranger and advisor as well as 
friend, he will be sorely missed by all who know 
him.”

Bomb detonated more than 
70 years after it was dropped 

Huge 5001b device found in London shook the ground for up to 10 miles away 



T HESE dramatic pictures 
capture the moment a 
Second World War bomb, 
discovered in London ear¬ 
lier in the week, was deto¬ 
nated in the county. 

The unexploded, 5001b bomb had 
been found at a building sight in Ber¬ 
mondsey, London, on Monday. 

It prompted a major safety cordon 
of the surrounding area, with two 
schools and hundreds of homes 
forced to evacuate as experts moved 
in and removed it. 

Bomb disposal experts from the 
Army’s Royal Logistic Corps were 
then drafted in for a major operation 
to make the device safe and to ar¬ 
range for it to be transported so it 
could be detonated. 

However, Bermondsey is a highly 
populated part of London and re¬ 
quired careful handling. 

After carefully moving it from the 
building site, the device was trans¬ 
ported overnight to a quarry at Cliffe 
on the Hoo peninsula. 

And it was there it was safety de¬ 
stroyed in a blast which could be 
heard more than ten miles away. 

The bomb was an ‘air drop’ type of 
device, measuring five feet long. 


Despite the bomb being buried in a 
blast pit - a special type of pit de¬ 
signed to absorb much of the explo¬ 
sive force - and covered with sand, 
the blast created was significant, 
with huge plumes of smoke rising 
into the sky. 

The Army says that it is believed 
the bomb was dropped over London 
by the Luftwaffe during an air raid 
which took place on May 11, 1941 
but unusually did not detonate. It 
had lain undisturbed deep in the 
ground for 70 years, finally being 
uncovered on Monday during con¬ 
struction work. 

Bomb disposal teams from Shorn- 
cliffe Troop 11 Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal Royal Logistic Corps and 
Sappers from 101 Engineer Regi¬ 
ment Explosive Ordnance Disposal 
from Wimbish were involved in exca¬ 
vating the device in London so that it 
could be safely defused. 

It was no easy task with the fuse 
situated awkwardly underneath the 
device. To access it, a series of trench¬ 
es had to be carefully dug beneath it. 

Senior ammunition technician 
John Lester OGM from 11 Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal Royal Logistics 
Corps who was in charge of the op¬ 


eration described how it went. 

He said: “This bomb was a live mu¬ 
nition in a dangerous condition. It 
had been disturbed by some pretty 
heavy building machinery which is 
never a good thing. Bombs don’t like 
being bashed around. But once we’d 
uncovered it we knew what we were 
dealing with and it was just a ques¬ 
tion of solving the puzzle quickly so 
we could get it away and the good 


residents of Bermondsey back in 
their homes. 

“We knew we had to get it away to 
dispose of it safely because trying to 
deal onsite with a bomb that size, 
even under a controlled explosion 
would cause significant damage to 
buildings, property. The risk to ma¬ 
jor loss of life in such a highly popu¬ 
lated part of the city was very high. 
We transported the bomb to its final 


disposal site in Cliffe, near Rochester 
and it was destroyed at 9am on 
Wednesday.” 

The team which dealt with the de¬ 
vice was no strange to the challeng¬ 
es of such a device.

It is far from an unusual incident. 

Just earlier this month, the discov¬ 


ery of an unexploded bomb near Do¬ 
ver forced the temporary closure of 
the Folkestone to Dover railway line. 

They are a throwback to the days 
when not only was Kent and London 
frequently bombed by enemy air¬ 


craft - some of which fell and did not 
detonate and were then hidden amid 
wreckage or ploughed back into the 
earth - but bombs along the coast 
were also planted in case of any Ger¬ 
man invasion.

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Yeo parachuted into election race 
as Atkinson booted out of Ukip 

Janice Atkinson’s high profile role in Nigel Farage’s party is over, as Labour defector steps into seat 


F OR a party whose pro¬ 
nouncements on gender 
equality have not always 
tended towards the progres¬ 
sive, Ukip seems to have a 
fondness for feisty women. 

Number two on the south east list 
for the European Parliament elections 
last May and prospective parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Folkestone and 
Hythe was, until last week, the out¬ 
spoken Janice Atkinson (pictured). 

Forgiven first for sticking her mid¬ 
dle finger up at anti-austerity protest¬ 
ers and second for calling a Thai con¬ 
stituent a ‘ting tong from somewhere’, 
she appeared to be a party stalwart, 
here to stay and, if not to win a seat in 
Parliament, then at least to eat into 
Tory MP Damian Collins’ share of the 
vote. 

But it was not to be. After a tabloid 
newspaper article claimed Mrs At¬ 
kinson’s chief of staff, Christine 
Hewitt, had attempted to submit an 
inflated expenses claim, a discipli¬ 
nary hearing found the pair had 
“brought the party into disrepute” - a 
phrase associated with Ukip candi¬ 
dates with alarming regularity these 
days. 

Out they both went. And in, less 
than a day later, came Harriet Yeo, 
former chairwoman of Labour’s Na¬ 
tional Executive Committee and pres¬ 
ident of the TSSA trade union, and a 
Labour Party member for three dec¬ 
ades until she sensationally quit last 
month. She was announced as Ukip’s 
new candidate for Folkestone and 
Hythe on Tuesday. 

Ms Atkinson, who remains an 
MEP, has said she will appeal against 
her ejection. With the claims against 
her also being investigated by police, 
she did not wish to comment. 

Ms Yeo, however, was more forth¬ 
coming and said she had been 
“chuffed” to be selected. 

“When I left Labour, I said I wasn’t 
going to join Ukip,” she told KoS. 

“But I went to the conference, and 
everyone was so nice, and so welcom¬ 
ing, that it seemed disingenuous not 
to join. 

“I had heard what had happened to 


Janice last week, and I was speaking 
at an event with Nigel on Saturday, 
and I said to him, I will throw my hat 
into the ring if you think it would 
help. 

“It’s something I’d thought about 
in the past, and it seemed the right 
thing to do. He didn’t make any com¬ 
ment, but he put me in touch with the 
people who were dealing with appli¬ 
cations - I didn’t know if they would 
go with someone who had been in the 
party a longer time, so I wasn’t count¬ 
ing my chickens, but I heard on Mon¬ 
day night that I had been selected.” 

Unfortunately, she has already dis¬ 
covered one of the downsides of a po¬ 
litical profile - the rumour mill. 

“I was less chuffed to be reading 
some of the press coverage. I read 
things about myself which weren’t 
true,” Ms Yeo added. 

“I read on Wikipedia that I had 
been kicked out of the Labour Party 
for fiddling my expenses. It gets you, 
and you think, why do people have to 
tell lies? People who are in politics are 
not immune from feeling.” 

So, what does she feel are the main 
issues in the constituency? 

“Operation Stack; the hospital in 
special measures; housing and edu¬ 
cation are groaning,” Ms Yeo said. 

“They are a lot of the same things 
that we have in the rest of Kent - im¬ 
migration, too many people and not 
enough resources.” 

And she said that it did not seem 
odd to be standing not for the Labour 
Party but against their candidate 
Claire Jeffrey. 

“It feels completely natural,” Ms 
Yeo said. 

“I know the area - I have worked 
here for 14 years, and I met my 
daughter’s father here - and it’s near 
Ashford, where I live. 

“My plan of action now is to plan a 
plan of action! I need to speak to as 
many members of the public as I can.” 

She faces a tough task however. 
Ukip’s reputation has taken a major 
blow in recent weeks. From a seat 
they would have once entertained 
winning following a strong showing 
in the EU and local council elections,

today, realistically, they now have a 
fight on their hands just to finish sec¬ 
ond. Ms Yeo said she had not spoken 
to Ms Atkinson, but had nothing but 
praise for her predecessor. 

“She’s just an ordinary person who 
has made a silly mistake, and it’s ter¬ 
rible to see what’s happening to her,” 
she said. 

“If someone has done one silly 
thing, it doesn’t negate everything 
else they have done that is positive. 

“She has done a lot of sterling work 
in Folkestone and Hythe, and I am 
thankful to her.” 

Party leader Nigel Farage said 
he was “pleased and relieved” to 
have Ms Yeo on board. 

“We had 22 applications, and 
some really high quality people - I 
was massively impressed,” he said. 

“I think it’s very good news for us 
and for the people of Kent. Harriet has 
been very active in the Labour Party 
over the years.” 

Welcome news it may be for him, 
but it has not been a good few days for 
Ukip. Surgeon John Stanley, who was 
standing for election in Scotland, re¬ 
signed from the party because of 
“racism and bullying within the par¬ 
ty” and Stephen Howd, the prospec¬ 
tive parliamentary candidate for 
Scunthorpe, was suspended after a 
complaint of harassment was made 
against him at work. 

These are hardly the first scandals 
to hit Ukip, and one suspects they 
won’t be the last either. But Mr Farage 
was philosophical. 

“It can be wearing, but then all I 
have to do is look at all the other par¬ 
ties, and I see donor problems with 
Nick Clegg and the Lib Dems and a 
Tory candidate who wanted to insti¬ 
gate a race riot,” he said. 

“There are nearly 650 people 
standing for Ukip. There’s going to be 
some to-ing and fro-ing. 

“I can’t micromanage the whole 
party - although there were some 
who were very surprised that a Kent 
constituency chose Janice. 

“We have had our problems, but 
look how rapidly and effectively we 
deal with them. And the claims of 
racism and bullying are utterly 
ludicrous.” 

Political commentator and broad¬ 
caster on LBC, Iain Dale, said he did 



not think the Atkinson crisis would 
damage Ukip. 

“Farage has a certain Teflon quali¬ 
ty. I don’t think it’s going to affect 
many votes,” he said. 

“Janice Atkinson was always going 
to be trouble when she defected from 
the Tories to Ukip. Her expulsion is 
serious, as she is an elected MEP, but 
Ukip has a track record of losing MEPs 
because they defect or they have fi¬ 
nancial improprieties or they are sent 
to prison. She isn’t blazing a trail, 
she’s following one. 

“It was ludicrous that she was sec¬ 
ond on the list of candidates for the 


European elections. The world moves 
in mysterious ways, but no more mys¬ 
terious than in Ukip selection.” 

He said Ms Yeo’s candidacy sup¬ 
ported the idea that Ukip appealed to 
voters from across the political spec¬ 
trum - but said Damian Collins 
would still hold the seat. 

“It plays into the narrative of them 
trying to attract ex-Labour voters. 
They realise they have probably got 
all the Tories they are going to get,” 
Mr Dale said. 

“But it was pie in the sky for anyone 
to think that seat was going to go 
Ukip.” 
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Warnings increase over health 
threat of mounting air pollution 


Following the smog cloud from the Continent, Jamie Weir examines problems with our air quality... 


T HE toxic cloud of smog 
which rolled through the 
county ten days ago, after 
being blown across the 
Channel from the Conti¬ 
nent, got many talking about the po¬ 
tential health implications of air qual¬ 
ity across Europe. But Kent has air 
quality issues all of its own making. 

With some of the UK’s most crowd¬ 
ed roads, the county has witnessed a 
number of pollution issues, with Pub¬ 
lic Health England releasing statistics 
last summer revealing Kent had the 
highest number of air pollution 
deaths in the region - a staggering 
745 which were attributable to long 
term exposure to pollution. 

Green Party MEP for the south 
east, Keith Taylor, kick-started a 
campaign on air quality in the Can¬ 
terbury area, after he discovered that 
thousands of the cathedral city’s chil¬ 
dren were attending schools located 
near some of the most polluted areas. 

In its latest report on air quality in 
the city, Canterbury council says that 
annual concentrations of pollutants 
exceed its objectives at different loca¬ 
tions around the city. These pollut¬ 
ants can cause damage to health 
The report states: “Concentrations 
within the current Air Quality Man¬ 
agement Areas still indicate exceed¬ 
ences of the annual mean and 1-hour 
mean objectives for nitrogen dioxide 
at relevant locations, and therefore 
the Air Quality Management Areas 
should remain.” 

European targets for nitrogen diox¬ 
ide are 40 micrograms per cubic me¬ 
ter of air. Areas of congestion in the 
city have exceeded this target on a 
number of occasions. 

This, according to Dr Wendy Le- 


Las, an environmental campaigner, 
and consultant with the Kent Envi¬ 
ronment and Community Network, is 
not unusual. 

Dr Le-Las told KoS: “Certain parts 
of Canterbury fall far wide of the EU’s 
mark with regard to air pollution. 

“The area around Westgate has 
terrible air quality, with a number of 
pinch points all adding to the 
problem. 

“Areas which are congested, or 
where traffic is brought to a standstill 
for a while, can reach very high levels 
of air pollution.” 

The campaigner said that more 
needed to be done to help correct the 
problems. 

She said: “The council is doing 
things, but more radical steps are 
needed if we’re going to see air quali¬ 
ty get better.” 

Kent County Council told KoS that 
it has responded to the issue of air pol¬ 
lution across the county, stating that 
partnership working is helping it to 
combat the problem. 

The council’s director for public 
health, Andrew Scott-Clark, told 
KoS: “The Public Health England 
data helps local authorities to priori¬ 
tise measures and policies that tackle 
air pollution, which is a factor in local 
health. 

“It is important to recognise that 
some people will be more susceptible 
to air pollution, especially those with 
underlying health conditions. 

“So it is important that these people 
take appropriate steps to mitigate 
their risk, like taking medication and 
seeing their GP if they are not feeling 
well. 

“KCC, Medway and the county’s 
district councils work together as

part of the Kent and Medway Air 
Quality Partnership to look at the 
health effects of air pollution. 

“Its work includes education, in¬ 
cluding smoking cessation, sustaina¬ 
ble transport and forecasting to help 
people be prepared for times when air 
quality is lower.” 

One of the problem areas for air 
pollution in the county that KCC is 
working to help is Tonbridge High 
Street. 

The congestion hotspot sees air 
pollution soar at times when traffic is 
brought to a standstill, which, for 
many years saw the area exceed its 
EU air pollution target. 

The £2.37 million regeneration 
plans, put forward by KCC working 
alongside Tonbridge and Mailing 
Borough Council (TMBC) will see 
measures put in place to limit conges¬ 
tion, with enhanced air quality one of 
the outcomes according to council 
bosses. 

Another county hotspot which has 
seen air pollution cause health prob¬ 
lems is Dartford. 



MP: Dartford is getting better 


Millions of motorists use the Dart¬ 
ford Crossing, and, in the past during 
periods of heavy congestion, this has 
led to severe air pollution. 

Figures released by the Mayor of 
London in the summer of 2013, 
showed that the Dartford Crossing 
was the second worst road in the en¬ 
tire country for exhaust emissions, 
with higher levels of the dangerous 
NOx gas than anywhere else in the 
country. This gas can damage lung 
tissue, causing premature death in 
extreme cases. It’s also known to 
cause respiratory diseases like em¬ 
physema or bronchitis, as well as ag¬ 
gravating existing heart disease. 

A report which was put to KCC’s 
Environment, Highways and Waste 
committee, acknowledged that the 
levels of congestion at the crossing 
had led to high levels of emissions 
which could have an impact on 
health. 


The report - which was presented 
to the council before free flow tolls 
were introduced - stated: “Dartford 
has higher lung cancer rates than 
other districts in Kent and the trans¬ 
port related air pollution increases 
the risk of mortality. 

“It also affects health in a number 
of other ways, including respiratory 
disease, allergic illness such as asth¬ 
ma, cancer, birth outcomes and male 
fertility.” 

Dartford MP, Gareth Johnson told 
KoS that air quality was a big issue in 
the constituency, but that he was 
committed to tackling the problem. 

The Conservative MP said: “Dart¬ 
ford has endured problems with air 
quality for many years. 

“Part of this is due to westerly 
winds blowing pollution from Lon¬ 
don over us and the basin nature of 
our topography. 

“The Dartford Crossing has also 
seriously added to the problem, 
that’s why the removal of the toll 
booths was such an important step to 
take in tackling pollution in the local 
area.” 

The known health impacts of air 
pollution are growing as well, with 
the British Heart Foundation, 
alongside the British Medical Journal 
releasing a report this week which 
showed a significant link between air 
pollution and the risk of stroke. 

In releasing the report on Tuesday, 
the BHF demanded action on air 
pollution levels. 

Its chief executive Simon Gillespie 
said: “We urge the UK Government to 
do all that is possible, as quickly as 
possible, to protect us all from unnec¬ 
essary risk of death or serious illness 
from air pollution.”

talk to. I told her I had met her father 
and that he gave me my DFM, which I 
am wearing today.

Will the Ukip vote 
swing Gravesham? 

Maria Chiorando continues our Kent constituencies guide. 


I F the developers are to be be¬ 
lieved, by the 2020 general elec¬ 
tion, Gravesham could be on 
the cusp of becoming a world 
class entertainment destination 
with the infrastructure to match. 

According to attraction bosses, the 
£2 billion London Paramount Resort 
on the Swanscombe Peninsula could 
create around 27,000 jobs and revi¬ 
talise the area. 

There are also plans for a garden 
city in Ebbsfleet and the redevelop¬ 
ment of the Gravesend Heritage 
Quarter, putting development on the 
political agenda. Good news for many 
but raising concerns over erosion of 
the Green Belt. 

But will this economic galvanisa¬ 
tion make political waves? 

The seat has been under the con¬ 
trol of Tory Adam Holloway since 
2005, where he scraped through 
with a tiny majority of just 654 votes. 
By 2010, this had swelled to a more 
comfortable 9,312. 



But it hasn’t always been blue - 
and Gravesham is one of those bell¬ 
wether constituencies which swing 
with the trend of the nation. 

Since its inception in 1983, which¬ 
ever party led the country won here. 

Incumbent Mr Holloway will be up 
against Tanmanjit Singh Dhesi of the 
Labour Party, who is also the lead 
member, for business and the com¬ 
munity on the Labour-controlled 
Gravesham Borough Council. 

Mark Lindop is representing the 
Greens, and Sean Marriott is stand¬ 
ing for Ukip. 

Mr Holloway is keeping tight- 
lipped about his chances. He told KoS 
this week: “It is disrespectful to vot¬ 
ers to talk about how confident I am 
about winning. 

“It’s not up to me - they will decide 
on the day. 

“A concern is that if enough good 
Conservative voters decide to vote for 
Ukip, they could take enough votes 
from me to create an opening for La¬ 
bour. I don’t see enough people vot¬ 
ing for Ukip for them to win here 
themselves though.” 

Ukip’s candidate Sean Marriott is 
more direct, saying: “We are feeling 
really confident. 

“I think we’re getting an excellent 
response and we have a good chance 
of winning. 

“I see this as a race between the To¬ 
ries and Ukip - people are turning 
away from Labour, seeing them as re¬ 
sponsible for years of uncontrolled 
immigration.” 

For Labour’s Mr Singh Dhesi, it is 
not so cut and dried. He says: “I 
think it will be very interesting, and I 
have been campaigning every day, 
meeting local people. 

“We are quietly confident that we 
will keep the council and assist in get¬ 
ting a Labour government.” 


One issue that Labour, Ukip and the 
Conservatives all agree with is the 
squeeze on public services. 

Mr Singh Dhesi says: “Housing is a 
key concern for many of us. 

“Along with a lot of the other devel¬ 
opments that are going on, we have 
to have the necessary infrastructure 
in place to support more housing - 
school places and health services. 

A key thing for me is ensuring we 
can house everyone without over¬ 
looking the existing communities. 

“We do need to build more housing 
to meet growth, but we must protect 
our Green Belt while we are doing so. 

“I am concerned about govern¬ 
ment policies about Green Belt land.” 

The Green Party’s Tim Lindop 
agrees this is a huge concern for 
many voters. He says: “I would say, 
we must oppose Gravesham council’s 
Strategic Green Belt Review. 

“Other issues are the redevelop¬ 
ment of the Gravesham Heritage 
Quarter, the Paramount theme park 
project and the Ebbsfleet garden city.” 

According to Ukip’s Mr Marriott, 
squeezes on housing is part of a big¬ 
ger issue. “Everyone I have been talk¬ 
ing to,” he says, “has mentioned mass 
immigration. 

“It is a huge topic across the board, 
and has an impact on many services. 

“Because of uncontrolled numbers 
of people coming into the country, 
the issue is top of the agenda. 

“There are job shortages, and over 
crowding, and possible issues for 
young people looking at 
apprenticeships. 

“They could be displaced by people 
with more experience coming to the 
country from abroad.” 

Mr Holloway accepts there are con¬ 
cerns with immigration. 

He says: “In the last 10 years, we 
have had large numbers of people 
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coming in from eastern Europe. 

“I would do the same as them in 
their position, but I think that for peo¬ 
ple here, it is an election issue. 

“That feeds into the topic of an EU 
referendum - which is being offered 
by the Conservatives.” 

For Mr Holloway, many of the local 
concerns are centred on national is¬ 
sues, with the economy topping the 
bill. He says: “The Paramount park 
is a great thing for the area; we have 
to make sure that the right infra¬ 
structure and transport systems are 
in place to bring in workers. 

“I wouldn’t say this is an election 
issue though. I would say the elector¬ 
ate is more focused on the economy, 
which underpins everything, includ¬ 
ing job opportunities. 

“It is the difference in terms of how 
the parties want to get back to a bal¬ 
anced economy that affects voters -1 
think most people see there is a big 
difference between the Conservatives 
and Labour in this respect.” 

Mr Singh Dhesi disagrees, seeing 
the local issues as the ones that affect 
constituents. 

He says: “Street lights are a mas¬ 
sive worry for many local people, and 
we want to see them switched back 
on - it is a matter of safety. 

“A lot of money has been spent to 
save a little bit of money with this 
whole lighting debacle - it is impor¬ 
tant to address these specific con- 
cerns of residents.” 

All the candidates mentioned the nj, 
NHS, with the Green’s Mr Lindop say¬ 
ing: “On both a local and national

level I oppose the creeping privatisa¬ 
tion of the NHS.” 

For Mr Holloway though, “there 
have been a lot of scare stories about 
the NHS”. He says: “I think it’s been 
a great success. The government 
have protected spending - you hear 
other parties talk about evil Tories 
privatising the NHS - that is absolute 
rubbish. You have a prime minister 
here who knows what it’s like to take 
a sick child to hospital in the middle of 
the night.” 

In addition to general NHS con¬ 
cerns, Mr Marriott says there are 
problems with seeing GPs, something 
he says Ukip would deal with by “lim¬ 
iting services to those who have paid 
taxes for five years”. 

School places have seen a squeeze, 
with the Green Party voicing con¬ 
cerns over the privatisation of the ed¬ 
ucation sector. 

Labour agree more school places 
are needed “particularly at primary 
level”. 

Mr Marriott of Ukip believes the 
school places issue is another fallout 
from immigration numbers. 

“We’re now seeing children from 
the same families being sent to differ¬ 
ent schools,” he says. 

Another issue that is a political hot 
potato is fracking, with Mr Lindop 
saying: “I am totally against it. It 
could irreparably damage our health 
and countryside.” Though this topic 
is often contentious with the elector¬ 
ate, it was not on any of the other par¬ 
ties’ local agendas. 

Another important local issue for 
Mr Singh Dhesi is the potential third 
Thames Crossing project. 



Kent on Sunday 


ADAM Holloway’s name has 
often been linked with a shift 
to Ukip. But he’s remained 
loyal to the Conservatives and 
having witnessed Ukip 
continue to be dogged by 
controversy he’s probably 
more convinced than ever he’s 
made right decision. 

Ukip splitting the vote here 
could genuinely deliver a 
Labour victory... and could 
make this a real contest. 


He says: “There is talk of it going 
ahead, but I think more research 
needs to be undertaken in order to 
prove it is required. 

“We need to collate more evidence 
before deciding whether we really 
need to spend £3 billion on another 
crossing which could have a devastat¬ 
ing effect on some parts of this area.”

of more than 4,000. 

However, Mr Robertson, who is the 
minister of state at the foreign and 
commonwealth office, is now stepping 
down as a candidate to be replaced by 
Helen Whately, who was appointed in 
February. She will face Dave Naghi of 
the Lib Dems, Michael Desmond for 
Labour, the Green Party’s Tim Valen¬ 
tine, Ukip’s Peter Edwards-Daem and 
Hairy Knorm Davidson of the Monster 
Raving Loonies.

- both nationally and locally. 

As with most other parts of the 
county, development is a contentious 
issue; trying to balance housing needs 
with maintaining the character and 
infrastructure of the area.

another Tory stronghold. 

The constituency’s current bounda¬ 
ries were formalised in 2010, the same 
year that incumbent Bob Stewart 
stormed the polls with a majority of 
nearly 18,000 votes. 

True to many seats around the 
county, the last general election saw 
the Lib Dems pip Labour to second 
place - a feat that will surely be diffi¬ 
cult for them to emulate come May 7. 

Mr Steward will face Anuja Prashar 
of the Lib Dems, Labour’s Marina Ah¬ 
mad, Rob Bryant of Ukip and the 
Green’s Ruth Fabricant. 

It is the location of Beckenham itself 
that defines many of the issues facing 
the electorate, with politicians citing 
the expansion of London as highly 
important. 

Balance between providing housing 
and the requisite infrastructure, while 
maintaining the village-like charac¬ 
ter is an issue for many.

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Flying disease threat 
due to climate change 


Mosquitoes thrive in warmer climates and more rainfall, so 
could they be heading here? Maria Chiorando reports 



M osquitoes carrying 
deadly diseases could 
become widespread in 
the UK within 20 
years, according to a 

new report. 

It comes hot on the heels of an in¬ 
sect being found in Kent carrying the 
potentially fatal West Nile virus. 

The scientists behind the report 
claim that climate change - which re¬ 
sults in warmer temperatures and 
more rainfall - could provide hospitable 
conditions for the bugs to thrive, bring¬ 
ing with them diseases like malaria, 
and dengue fever, which result in flu¬ 
like symptoms and can even be fatal. 

While no human cases have been 
reported, a species called the culex 
mosquito, which is thought to be the 
main carrier of the West Nile virus in 
Europe, has been discovered in Kent. 

David Ponsonby is a principle lec¬ 
turer in biology at Canterbury Christ 
Church University who has super¬ 
vised PhD theses on the bugs. 

He says: “We already have mosqui¬ 
toes in Kent - probably around 34 dif¬ 
ferent species, in line with the rest of 
the UK. But we are particularly wor¬ 


ried about a specific type - the Asian 
tiger - coming here, as they can cause 
potentially fatal diseases like dengue 
and chikungunya.” 

Dengue can leave victims with a 
soaring temperature and flu like 
symptoms. It can, however, develop 
into a potentially fatal illness causing 
complications elsewhere. 

Chikungunya has similiar symp¬ 
toms but has no known cure and can 
cause chronic illness. 

Dr Ponsonby added: “They have a 
good chance of settling because of the 
conditions. We also have marshy ar¬ 
eas in the county, which make a good 
habitat for the insects, who like stag¬ 
nant water. I would say predictions 
about these other species of mosqui¬ 
toes coming are very accurate - and it 
is something we have been worrying 
about for some time.” 

The report was compiled by Public 
Health England (PHE) scientists Ste¬ 
ve Leach and Jolyon Medlock from the 
emergency response department. 

According to climate change mod¬ 
els a 2°C rise in temperature could 
extend the mosquito’s active season 
by one month and geographical

spread by up to 30 per cent by 2030. 

In real terms, that means the tem¬ 
peratures predicted could support 
one month of chikungunya virus 
transmission in London by 2041, and 
up to three months in south east Eng¬ 
land by 2071. Previously, dengue 
was largely confined to tropical and 
subtropical regions. This is because 
freezing temperatures kill the mos¬ 
quito’s larvae and eggs. 

Europe has already seen a spread of 


insect-borne illnesses in the last dec¬ 
ade, with cases that include malaria 
in Greece, West Nile virus in eastern 
Europe, and chikungunya in Italy 
and France. 

Professor Leach said: “We are not 
suggesting that climate change is the 
only or the main factor driving the 
increase in vector-borne diseases in 
the UK and Europe, but that it is one 


of many factors including socioeco¬ 
nomic development, urbanisation, 
widespread land-use change, migra¬ 
tion, and globalisation that should be 
considered. 

“Lessons from the outbreaks of 
West Nile virus in North America and 
chikungunya in the Caribbean em¬ 
phasise the need to assess future vec¬ 
tor-borne disease risks and prepare

IT’S NOT just mosquitos who are 
looking to migrating to these 
shores. 

There are some other non- 
indigenous creatures living in the 
county notably the yellow tailed 
scorpions, or euscorpus flavi- 
caudis, living in Sheerness. 

Greg Hitchcock is a Thames 
Gateway officer at the Kent 
Wildlife Trust. 

He says: “It’s thought they came 
to the county over 100 years ago 
- and now have a population that’s 
in the thousands. They are 
believed to have come over in 
shipments of marble from Italy, 
and settled in Sheerness because 
it’s warm and dry, with the 
country’s most Mediterranean 
conditions.” 

The scorpions are now living in 
cracks in the wall at Sheerness 
Docks. 

Mr Hitchcock says: “They are 
generally nocturnal, so people 
don’t tend to see them often.” 

In terms of their appearance, 
they are quite small at only 
around five centimetres in length. 
They are dark chocolate brown 



with a yellow-tipped tail. 

The creatures, who are 
arachnids and not insects, as they 
have eight legs, are relatively 
harmless. ' 1 They can sting, ’ ’ Mr 
Hitchcock says. ‘ ‘But it generally 
isn’t very painful - less so than a 
bee sting.” 

They are not seen very often 
because they are nocturnal, and 
come out only to find food. 

With a very low metabolic rate, 
they can exist off just a few meals 
a year, generally of spiders and 
woodlice. 


contingencies for future outbreaks.” 

In response to the data, Dr Med- 
lock, head of the medical entomology 
group at PHE, said: “This review 
highlights the potential changing 
risks posed to the UK but also the sur¬ 
veillance work done in the UK to pre¬ 
pare for these changes.” 

According to Dr Medlock, the UK 
already has surveillance pro¬ 


grammes for imported human dis¬ 
ease and ticks and mosquitoes and 
there is a Department of Health fund¬ 
ed research programme, specifically 
considering the potential future 
health impacts associated with cli¬ 
mate change. 

He added: “This paper expands on 
previously published research high¬ 
lighting that the incidence of mos¬ 


quito and tick borne disease in Eu¬ 
rope continues to increase. 

“The paper identifies that the 
present UK climate could support 
Asian tiger mosquitoes, which have 
recently been involved in transmis¬ 
sion of chikungunya and dengue in 
France. The likelihood for their es¬ 
tablishment in the UK will increase 
as the climate continues to warm. 


“It also identifies that climate 
change adaptation strategies, which 
increase use of wetlands, need care¬ 
ful consideration to contain the risk 
posed by native and non-native mos¬ 
quito species. 

“This is why it is critical that UK 
surveillance of mosquitoes and ticks 
is expanded, that there’s better un¬ 
derstanding of the potential impacts 


of climate change adaptation strate¬ 
gies in the event of a disease outbreak 
resulting from an extreme event.” 

However, according to Dr Ponson- 
by, it is important to maintain a 
sense of perspective. He says: “We 
shouldn’t panic - there are things we 
can do to help prevent them spread 
disease, like controlling stagnant 
water areas, for example ponds.”

Pressure grows 
for decision on 
third crossing 

Sarah Linney looks at the £15m-a-year delay which 
appears no nearer resolution despite mounting fears 


P ULL your finger out - That, in 
short, is the message the govern¬ 
ment is being given over progress 
on a new lower Thames crossing, 
following a report earlier this 
month which said the UK had suffered from 
too much short-term planning. 

It comes amid mounting concerns the deci¬ 
sion could end up simply being kicked from 
one Parliamentary term to the next given the 
cost and potential for it failing to provide the 
long term solution necessary. 

The report, by the House of Commons trans¬ 
port committee, said delays at the existing 
crossing at Dartford were costing the UK some 
£15 million each year. 

But Dartford Borough Council leader Jere¬ 
my Kite says it is better to take time and make 
the right choice on where the site should go - 
rather than rush the decision and get it wrong. 

The Department for Transport is consider¬ 
ing two options for a new crossing - a bridge 
alongside the Dartford Crossing, or a new 
crossing connecting the M2 with the A13 and 
the M25 between junctions 29 and 30, east of 
Gravesend. 

The report said the government had taken a 
“short-term approach” to crossings across the 
country, leaving “many estuary areas with in¬ 
adequate transport capacity”, and wasting 
money by building crossings which became 
unable to cope as traffic increased. 


Committee chairman Louise Ellman added: 
“As far as Dartford is concerned, ministers 
have done little over the past five years to build 
the kind of consensus between local authori¬ 
ties that is required in order to reconcile na¬ 
tional transport objectives and respect local 
concerns.” 

It was a view echoed by the Tunbridge 
Wells-based Freight Transport Association. 

Head of road network policy Malcolm Bing¬ 
ham said: “All too often we seek to just un¬ 
block the congestion we have rather than con¬ 
sidering the long-term needs of the country. 

“We fail to plan adequately for future devel¬ 
opment and growth and this lack of action is 
constraining the competitiveness of the UK.” 

Head of policy Natalie Chapman said that 
despite the benefits of removing the toll booths, 
a process which begin in November and will 
conclude next month, data from the DfT sug¬ 
gested congestion northbound on the crossing 
would be back to the old levels by 2020. 

“We have growth areas and then we think 
about how we need the infrastructure to sup¬ 
port them,” she said. 

“With successive governments, you get to a 
certain point and then it gets put into the ‘too 
difficult box’. And then there is a change of 
government and it gets scrapped because it 
was the previous government’s idea. This is 
not just something peculiar to Dartford. 

“This needs to have cross-party political

THERE are currently two 
options being considered for 
the lower Thames crossing, 
referred to as Options A and C. 

But when the plans were first 
proposed, a third was included 
too - referred to as Option B. 

This would have seen a 
connection made between the 
A2 Swanscombe Peninsula and 
the A1089 near Grays, Essex. 


Those in favour of it said it 
could improve commuting 
times and local journeys 
between Kent and Essex. 

But this was not to be. 

An early decision was made 
to rule it out and it was discard¬ 
ed amid fears that it would risk 
potential disruption to the 
proposed London Paramount 
Resort theme park, which will 


be located on the Swanscombe 
Peninsula. 

The route for Option B would 
have cut through the develop¬ 
ment sites in north Kent, which 
could have proved to be a 
dilemma and held up the work. 

It didn’t have a huge amount 
of support from the word go. 

Of the 1,159 people who 
responded to consultations 


about the new crossing and 
where it should be placed, only 
five per cent expressed a 
preference for it being located 
there. 

Both Dartford Borough 
Council and members of the 
Thames Gateway North Kent 
partnership urged that it should 
be discarded as quickly as 
possible.

support at an early planning stage. The gov¬ 
ernment needs to take a strategic view, and 
they need good information and data model¬ 
ling so they can come up with a solution 
based on evidence, and with measures to 
minimise the impact on communities and the 
environment.” 

And she said that hanging about would 
have negative consequences - and not just for 
drivers. 

“We need a decision urgently to alleviate 
future problems, and it is something we have 
failed to address for a long time,” Ms Chap¬ 
man said. 

“Even if something is approved today we 
are not going to see a new crossing by 2020. 

“It is a difficult decision, because there is 
always going to be local opposition to new in¬ 
frastructure, but the longer it takes to start 
constructing the crossing, the longer we are 
going to have to live with delays, congestion 
and the impact on air quality.” 

But Cllr Kite said he wanted the decision on 
where the new crossing would be to be the 
right one - even if that took time. 

“This has impacts on both communities, 
Dartford and Gravesend, and they need to get 
it right,” he said. 

“I am less concerned about the time they 
take than the wisdom of their decision. 

“The work is going on - it’s not that they 
have put it on a shelf - but it sounds to me like 
they are drilling down into the detail 

“If they are working with some fairly seri¬ 
ous data, it is not that easy just to say ‘we will 
put it here’. ” 

And he said that history showed that mak¬ 
ing decisions of this sort too quickly was not 
the best plan. 

“In the past, every time transport infra¬ 
structure has been designed at speed, it has 
tended to go wrong,” Cllr Kite said. 

“Look at the high speed rail link. One de¬ 
sign had it going through Leeds Castle. 

“But they spent another couple of years get¬ 
ting the route right and we now have a Chan¬ 
nel Tunnel rail link that works well for every¬ 
one and hasn’t disturbed many communities.” 

Gravesham council is equally opposed, 
Leader John Burden said: “The Gravesend 
east options would rip a gaping hole in the 
Green Belt and potentially decimate the envi¬ 
ronment and the communities of Chalk, 
Shorne and Higham.”

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Why more and more are teeing 
up for golf and football merger 

Take golf, but swap the ball for a football and your club for your legs... Jamie Weir checks out footgolf 



C OMBINING sports can be a 
rather hit and miss affair... 
bicycle jousting and the 
frankly just bizarre chess 
boxing (you alternate 
rounds with moving your pieces 
around the board then trying to hit 
seven bells out of one another) imme¬ 
diately spring to mind. 

But the desire to unite sports contin¬ 
ues apace... so it is perhaps little won¬ 
der that footgolf has now emerged and 
is growing in popularity. 

Blurring the lines between football 
and golf, rather than splash out on 
expenses clubs and those appalling 
jumpers, you instead simply arm 
yourself with a football and boot it 
around a course in a bid to sink it in 
an oversize hole in the smallest 
amount of shots (kicks) possible. 

Said to have been first conceived as 
a training aid for professional foot¬ 
ballers - the aim then was to kick the 
ball through a target, or into a bucket 
at a long distance, it has subsequently 
been developed and embraced as a 
sport in its own right. 

And there are now an increasing 
number of venues signing up, with 
the sport being offered in Gillingham, 
Folkestone, Maidstone, Orpington 
and Tonbridge among others 
In the early days, accuracy was the 
key. While participants weren’t re¬ 
quired to have high levels of fitness or 
stamina - ideal for players recuperat¬ 
ing from injury or just trying to keep 
their eye in during a period of rest, its 
appeal soon spread. 

First played in 2006, two years lat¬ 
er, the first recognised tournament 
took place in Holland and the bug 
spread around the world. 

Richard Brown works as the re¬ 
gional developer for the sport’s UK 
governing body - the UK Footgolf As¬ 
sociation - in Kent. According to Mr 
Brown, one of the best bits about the 
sport is that practically anyone can 
play it. 

He said: “Our biggest selling point 
is that anyone can arrive at a footgolf 
course, without any equipment, or 
any technical ability, and they can 
get straight out onto the course to 
play. 


“Families can come along - and 
regularly do - and there are no barri¬ 
ers to entry. It is a totally inclusive 
sport, as people don’t need any ex¬ 
pensive equipment, or any high level 
of skill. All a player needs is the ability 
to kick a ball, which means that prac¬ 
tically anyone can play.” 

And that, says Mr Brown, is why it 
is proving so popular. He says that 
footgolf is also drawing couples to¬ 
gether - one former golf widow now 
joins her husband on the course eve¬ 
ry weekend. 

“The rules are largely the same as 
golf, and at many courses you can 
play alongside traditional golfers at 
the same time. So people who have 
friends or relatives who play golf can 
go out there with them, and spend 
time with them on the course. 

“It’s great, as traditionally golf has 
been stereotyped as a sport which is 
stuffy, or boring. Getting people who 


might never go to a golf course out 
there, mixing with golfers is great. It 
gives them a view of what traditional 
golf is like, while allowing them to 
play a fun game that doesn’t need 
loads of technical skill straight away.” 

As cliched as it may well be, Mr 
Brown says that people always enjoy 
doing things they’re good at, and that 
footgolf is likely to give most a bit of a 
buzz because it’s so simple. 

“It’s great seeing people coming in 
from a round with big smiles on their 
faces after they’ve had a really good 
time.” 

The business case, according to 
James Jones, the owner of the Ton- 
bridge Golf Centre - the newest foot¬ 
golf club in the county - is clear. 

He says that footgolf is one way of 
combating a global decline in golf 
memberships. 

He told KoS: “For us to be able to 
tap into the biggest sport is a no- 


brainer. It’s a huge market, and get¬ 
ting access to another revenue 
stream to enhance what we already 
have is great. 

“It also gives us access to a greater 
range of ages. Golfers are normally 
either quite young, or more mature. 
Footgolf gives us greater appeal to 
teens and people in their twenties, 
which we might not get coming in 
otherwise.”

WE TAKE TO THE COURSE FOR A QUICK ROUND OF FOOTGOLF 


TO TRY out the new sport we sent 
our reporter Jamie Weir to the 
Tonbridge Golf Centre to try it out 
for himself... 

I wasn’t sure quite what to expect 
in terms of the mechanics of the 
game when I first arrived at the 
Tonbridge Golf Centre for a few 
holes of footgolf. 

I’m neither a golfer, nor a great 
footballer, so it was with trepidation 
that I walked out onto the course 
with Richard Brown, who had 
agreed to give me a few pointers 
and show me how to play. 

Kit, he said, wasn’t an issue - a 


good thing, since I’d turned up 
wearing a suit, and sporting some 
of the least appropriate footwear 
possible - my smart work shoes. 

But although the complexities of 
golf can be deep and involving, it’s 
hard not to be able to grasp the 
core basics. 

The first hole was a 73-yarder, 
with a nice straight shot to the pin. A 
par three - surely this would be 
straight forward? 

Teeing off felt unusual - for 
anyone who’s been on a golf 
course, it’s an unfamiliar feeling to 
be told you can boot a ball down 


the fairway. But not an unwelcome 
one. Surely this would be straighter 
than my normal efforts with a golf 
club. 

I lined up, and whacked the ball 
as hard as I could manage. The ball 
soared down the line I’d chosen for 
it, and rolled slowly to a stop just off 
the green. 

Nice, thought I - sadly, when Mr 
Brown tee’d off, he put my effort to 
shame, rolling up on the green in 
one. My short game wasn’t all it 
could be either, but despite a 
couple of shots which saw me roll 
straight past the hole, I finally sunk 


my ball one over par. That was still 
two shots behind my playing 
companion, but despite that, I 
absolutely loved it. The next few 
holes were played in a blur of 
bunkers, water hazards, aggressive 
tee shots, and a slightly improved 
short game. 

Although I lost, I had a smile on 
my face throughout. In fact, I don’t 
think I’ve ever had that much fun 
playing a competitive sport when I 
wasn’t winning. 

And, as a sport, it does give a 
reasonable level of exercise too. It’s 
not ever going to be great training 


for the marathon, or even a 10k run, 
but to get off the sofa, as a recupera¬ 
tive exercise or just a fun activity 
which will help shift some over 
enthusiastic dining, it’s absolutely 
perfect. And literally anyone who 
can kick a ball can get involved. 

I’m no whiz kid with a ball, and 
while it showed on my scorecard, 
it’s so enjoyable it barely matters. 
Equally, even if you’re not a pro, you 
can be assured of a reasonable 
score at the end, so it’s perfect for 
families or groups of friends who 
want an enjoyable, simple, equip¬ 
ment free sport.

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Detecting trouble: The treasure 
hunters digging up our heritage 


Dubbed ‘nighthawkers’, those armed with metal detectors and trespassing on historic sites or across 
farmers’ fields are once again causing a headache for landowners. But now police are cracking down

H istorical monu¬ 
ments, archeological re¬ 
mains and hidden treas¬ 
ures are being swiped by 
what have been dubbed 
‘nighthawkers’. 

Nighthawking is the illegal search 
and removal of artefacts using a met¬ 
al detector. And it can cause damage 
to, among other things, property, 
crops and archeological sites. 

According to Kevin Attwood, of the 
National Farmers’ Union: “It is a 
problem in the county, and there are 
two levels. The first one is the low 
level, individuals with metal detec¬ 
tors looking around on land they are 
not meant to be on. 

“They are more of an irritant than 
anything, and when approached, 
they will generally leave. 

“The other level is more organised 
and tends to be on farm land, or 
where there are listed monuments. 
It’s more illicit, usually at night and 
can cause a lot of damage. We do see 
both levels across parts of Kent, and it 
ebbs and flows.” 

To try and tackle the issue, English 
Heritage - the organisation which 
seeks to protect and maintain many 
of the nation’s historic sites - 
launched a heritage crime pro¬ 
gramme five years ago. 

It has handled more than 130 cases 
since 2011, with chief inspector Mark 
Harrison from Kent Police being 


drafted in as a national policing and 
crime advisor. He is pleased with the 
progress. 

“In five years, we have gone from 
almost doing nothing in terms of law 
enforcement to having a national po¬ 
licing lead and 16 specialist prosecu¬ 
tors,” he says. 

“What’s difficult to assess is how 
successful we have been in deterring 
potential offenders, but I think we 
clearly have had an effect. 

“In terms of repeated nighthawk¬ 
ing at individual sites, we seem to 
have deterred people from doing that 
by sending out strong messages when 
we do take action, training police of¬ 
ficers and working with landowners 
to make sure they call in any suspi¬ 
cious behaviour.” 

The damage caused by nighthawk¬ 
ers can have far-reaching 
consequences. 

A spokesman for English Heritage 
explained: “Removal of archaeologi¬ 
cal material can irretrievably distort 
the archaeological ‘signature’ of a 
site, or even destroy it altogether. 

“Artefacts retrieved from primary 
contexts in this way lose much or all 
of their potential to inform about the 
past, and may suffer substantial 
damage. 

“Destruction of archaeological lay¬ 
ers and the removal of objects does 
not just affect the archaeologists’ un¬ 
derstanding of a site but also destroys 
that information and knowledge of 
our shared heritage, which should be 
available to all.” 

Robin Edwards, the south east di¬ 



rector of CL A, a member organisation 
for business, property and land own¬ 
ers, adds: “There is the trespass issue, 
but also the cultural issue. These il¬ 
legal finds are not recorded properly, 
and these items are often taken 
abroad, where they get lost to us - or 
sold online.” 

The Portable Antiquities Scheme, 
which records articles of archaeologi¬ 
cal interest found by members of the 
public, has a team that monitors on¬ 
line auction site eBay. The team flags 
up and questions sellers with suspi¬ 
cious goods. However, it is believed 
many slip under the radar. It is a dif¬ 
ficult crime to police. 

An English Heritage spokesman 
said: “Information on arrests and 
prosecutions for nighthawking 


proved difficult to obtain as a result of 
heritage crime not being a recordable 
offence by police, but it is clear that 
there have not been large numbers of 
either arrests or prosecutions, which 
many think encourages a belief that 
nighthawking is a low-risk crime. 

“Even when apprehended the pun¬ 
ishment imposed on a nighthawk is 
less now than it was ten years ago. 

“Police awareness of, and concern 
about, heritage crime appears to de¬ 
pend on individual officers who take 
an interest.” 

According to the CLA’s Mr Ed¬ 
wards: “We know that police in this 
county recognise the issue, and they 
work with landowners and organisa¬ 
tions like English Heritage to ensure 
it is reported and steps are taken to 
prosecute perpetrators and recover 
stolen items. 

“It is also important to ask mem¬ 
bers of the public as well as landown¬ 
ers and farmers to be vigilant in re¬ 
porting people who look like they are 
somewhere they shouldn’t be, doing 
something they shouldn’t be doing.” 

Nighthawkers can also bring the 
practice of metal detecting into disre¬ 
pute, although they are two very dif¬ 
ferent activities. 

John Stocker is the chairman of the 
Invicta Seekers, a metal detecting 
club that supports the Kent, Surrey 
and Sussex Air Ambulance. 

He says: “Organised metal 

detecting, which is done legally is 
very different to nighthawking. We 
do it without fear, without looking 
over our shoulder - you are there with 


the knowledge of the farmer. We don’t 
do it for gain. That is not the 
objective. 

“We have a liaison officer who will 
come to club meetings every three 
months so we can record all our finds, 
and if we find a big haul, which is ex¬ 
tremely rare and has not happened so 
far, we let the authorities know 
immediately. 

“Most metal detectorists really re¬ 
spect history, so we would never 
knowingly do something that might 
damage an important artefact. 

“We pride ourselves on our honesty 
- anyone treating other people’s prop¬ 
erty badly will be given a warning, 
and if it happens again they will be 
expelled from the club. 

“You cannot compare nighthawk¬ 
ing with legitimate metal detecting. It 
is so important to make that distinc¬ 
tion, because they give us a bad name. 
They are doing it without permission, 
with no conscience and are destroy¬ 
ing our history.” 

Trevor Austin, the general secre¬ 
tary for the National Council for Met¬ 
al Detecting, agrees, saying: “Posi¬ 
tive action is the key rather than the 
counterproductive approach where¬ 
by heritage professionals sought to 
portray all metal detector users as 
somehow illicit because of the activi¬ 
ties of a few criminals using a metal 
detector as a tool of their trade.

I T’S more than 30 years since

With a new member joining 
the three original members - Cher¬ 
yl.

“It came about by chance. We 
were sitting in a house in Fulham 
talking about outfits for the 
performance and throwing around 
ideas,” she explains, 

“The conversation went on and 
on, and I threw it into the pot to 
shake people up. 

“It went onto become part of the 
show, and is now an iconic piece of 


Eurovision history.” 

According to Ms Baker, the band 
don not socialise, but like most 
colleagues, have a good working 
relationship. 

“We don’t tend to see each other 
outside of performing,” she 
explains. “It is good to see everyone 
again though.” 

The show is likely to appeal to 
longtime fans of the band. 

Ms Baker says: “We like to say 
you are getting more fizz for your 
bucks. 

“We don’t have a support act, it is 
just us, so it’s a good long perform¬ 
ance.

“For us, we are really looking 
forward to playing in Dartford, as 
three of us live in Kent.

A S we look forward to bet¬ 
ter weather and begin to 
plan for a well-earned 
Easter break with family 
and friends, it is a good 
time to remind you all just how lovely 
the landscape of the Romney Marsh is 
in springtime, with the new-born 
lambs skipping in the fields and the 
swans nesting on the banks of the 
Royal Military Canal.

A T THE end of this sum¬ 
mer Wingham Wildlife 
Park is planning to bring 
a group of eight chim¬ 
panzees from the USA to 
the UK after are retired from the 
Yerkes research facility. 

This is a very important project for 
the park. And with a £ 1 million budg¬ 
et, the park is looking for help with 
this ambitious project, as Tony Bin- 
skin, the park’s owner explains: “At 
our park we have worked on a number 
of projects giving animals a new home 
to live out the rest of their lives with 
us, whether it is lions from a circus or 
macaques from the illegal pet trade. 

“These very special chimps have a 
long journey ahead of them, but with 
a custom-built enclosure we hope that 
their final destination here in the Gar¬ 
den of England will be worth it.” 

This long journey will include a very 
pricy flight from Atlanta, and the final 
destination is going to be a brand new 
custom-built enclosure so the park is 
looking at a variety of different ways to 
raise these funds. These include mem¬ 
bers of staff being sponsored to shave, 
cash donations and a raffle and auction 



which will be held at a special fund 
raising event on May 15. 

Adds Mr Binskin: “The fundraising 
event is going to be a really special one 
for us, as it is the first one we have held 
at our park. It will be from 6pm on 
May 15, giving people a chance to see 
what the animals get up to in the eve¬ 
nings, and at £5 per head it’s a really 
cheap evening at the park.” 

Jackie Binskin, Mr Binskin’s wife, 
went on: “We know that lots of people 
don’t like to donate money because 
even though people can see the chang¬ 
es being made at the park, they might 


not know exactly where the money is 
going, which is why we are also run¬ 
ning our Gifts for Chimps campaign 
through the Amazon wish list 
system.” 

Tony Binskin explained: “People get 
to choose what their donation buys for 
the chimps and can see exactly where 
it goes and Amazon do the rest, by 
sending the gifts direct to us.

A shford Borough 
Council has introduced 
free parking at certain 
times in select council- 
run car parks across the 

borough. 

The free parking scheme, which 
was rolled out in October 2014, in¬ 
cludes numerous car parks across 
Ashford and Tenterden. 

On Sundays and Bank Holidays, 
parking is free all day at the 
Edinburgh Road multi-story car park, 
ideal for those visiting the farmers’ 
market. 

It’s also free to park after 3pm in Ed¬ 
inburgh Road car park every day of 
the week, perfect for a late afternoon 
visit to the town. 

In the Flour Mills car park, visitors 
can park for free all day on Sundays 
and on Bank Holidays. 

The Station Road car park is also 
free to use after 3pm on Sundays and 
Bank Holidays. 

In addition, the Bridewell Lane car 
park in Tenterden is free to park in on 
Sundays and Bank Holidays. 

The intention of the change in park¬ 
ing fees is to support Ashford’s retail¬ 


ers by attracting more visitors into the 
town centre, something that free 
parking for the farmers’ market is 
already doing. The council hopes the 
initiative will also increase the footfall 
in Ashford which will help boost trade 
for local businesses and make the 
town centre an attractive option for 
new business ventures. 


The parking scheme was developed 
following an extensive review of 
council-run car parks, research on 
what other towns are doing and 
consultation with various 
stakeholders. 

It also took into account changes in 
parking technology and government 
guidance. 


Many of the existing parking 
payment terminals will be replaced 
with modern pay machines which ac¬ 
cept fees by phone, credit/debit card 
and ‘wave & pay’ contactless 
technology. 

The new terminals will be put in 
place later in the year as part of an on¬ 
going repair and renewal programme. 
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Ashford Borough Council has introduced free parking at certain times in the following car parks:

Green Belt must 
be protected 

IN KoS (15.3), there are three letters 
demanding the Green Belt be 
protected.

Indeed, a decade ago, 
combine harvesters would work well 
into the night by their headlights to 
bring in the wheat harvest. 

Not only must our Green Belt be 
protected but prime farmland too.

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New Lexus NX looks Samurai sharp 


The Toyota premium brand’s all-new compact crossover shows a tough new 
design stance to complement Lexus quality and value, writes Steve Loader... 



L K ST 

lacked sharpness, despite 
coming from a nation 
famed for the keen cutting 
edge of the Samurai sword. 
While German premium rivals 
honed the looks of their line-ups, 
Toyota’s luxury arm failed to home 
in on a consistent theme - until now. 

A big deep grille is the corporate 
‘face’ - perhaps inspired by Audi 
- and the all-new NX ‘premium 
compact crossover’ weaves that 
feature into a sharp and harmonious 
design. 

This includes flared arches and 
chunky rear quarters, and yet the 
NX is also one of the most aerody¬ 
namic of SUVs, with consequent 
economy benefits. 

Apparently, it is designed to appear 
as if forged from a single hunk of 
metal - so just like a Samurai sword 
then. 

Typically for a brand that prides 
itself on good build quality and 
comprehensive standard equipment, 
the NX is cracking value too (from 
£29,495) 

Though fitting into the range 
below the existing RX SUV, the NX’s 
sporty cabin looks capacious and, 
using the motor industry’s favoured 
benchmark, Lexus boasts it will take 


four golf bags in the boot, though 
total space here depends on whether 
you have a petrol-electric hybrid, as 
tested here (555 litres) or the petrol 
turbo (580 litres) - presumably, the 
former’s battery pack steals some 
capacity. 

And despite its racy profile, the 
sensible tail end roofline means that 


rear headroom is not compromised, 
as in some rivals. 

So which are the targets here? 
Audi’s crossover/SUV models, the 03 
and 05 clearly are, as is the BMW 
X3, but the biggest prize is for the NX 
to be mentioned in the same breath 
as Land Rover’s coveted Range Rover 
Evoque. 



It has the presence to be, and is 
priced to worry the British contend¬ 
er, but the Evoque is great to drive 
while, in petrol-electric hybrid 
format anyway, the NX feels rather 
vague. 

That said, the 2.0-litre petrol turbo 
(£39,095) with tauter F-Sport chassis 
might well be different.

And if you want to impress, yet do 
it more ethically - at a time when 
diesel fuel emissions are under the 
spotlight - the petrol-electric hybrid 
NX still has much to recommend, 
including up to 56mpg (official 
combined cycle) helped by the 
electric-only mode for limited local 
driving and whisper-quiet ‘eco’ 
mode, drawing the best from both 
petrol and electric motors. 

Low emissions mean zero road tax 
in year one and £30 or £105/year 
after that, depending on model. The 
£30/year option is the front-wheel 
drive only entry model - other NX 
derivatives get all-wheel drive as 
standard. 

Inside, the NX appears rock solid 
and though the dash is a little fussy 

- the designers seem to have tried 
over hard to echo the crisp exterior 

- everything works well.

FATHER of three, and Kent firefighter 
Adrian Hawkins will be setting off for 
Spain after being picked to represent 
Great Britain in the European Sprint 
Duathlon. 

The discipline will see him run a 
5km race, then immediately cycle 
20km before getting off his bike to 
run a further 5km. 

But the 46-year-old from Deal told 
KoS: “I’d been thinking about triath¬ 
lon [a combination of running, cy¬ 
cling and swimming] for a while and 
it was a colleague at work who chal¬ 
lenged me to do one with him. 

“I’d done some cycling and enjoyed 
it as a way of keeping fit. I’d even rid¬ 
den from Calais to Monte Carlo a cou¬ 
ple of years earlier to raise money for 
the Tsunami appeal with my work 
colleagues.” 

The stumbling block, according to 
Hawkins, had always been the 
swimming. 

He said: “I’d never been a swimmer, 
just doing it socially, but in my usual 
style I threw myself into the pool - lit¬ 
erally - and basically taught myself to 
swim. I entered the Hever Castle Tria¬ 
thlon first, and although my friend 
beat me that day, I was bitten by the 
bug and starting to look for more rac¬ 
es to enter.” 

His journey to the duathlon start¬ 
ed, when, after getting increasingly 
hooked on triathlon, he joined the 
Deal Tri club - one of the biggest mul¬ 
tisport clubs in the country. He cred¬ 
its the club for getting him interested 
in the duathlon. 

He said: “I started doing duathlons 
which I favoured as it meant I didn’t 


have to swim. I was getting back into 
the running more and my cycling 
was coming on in leaps and bounds, 
so it seemed like a natural 
progression. 

“I started getting good results at 
the club duathlons and improving my 
times.” 

When he came in the top 10 
at the European age group qualifying 
race at Oulton Park near Manchester, 
he became a reserve for Team GB, 
before finally getting the call up 


earlier this month. 

He said: “I often thought how nice 
it would be to get to a high level and 
represent your country at sport. I 
never ever though that it could 
happen. 

“I’m very excited and nervous at 
the same time but I’m going to make 
the most of the opportunity, soak up 
the atmosphere on race day and be 
proud to be part of the GB team.” 

The race will take place in Alcoben- 
das, Spain on April 26.
